Pheasants should be 
hung till blood drops from the beak, 
then pluck and draw them; truss the 
same as a fowl for roasting, but leave 
the héad on. Put a amall piecetof rump 
steak mside the bird (this helps to keep 
1¢ moist and improve the flavour); leave 
the feet on, but cut the toes off. Tie a 
fat alice of bacon on the breast, or else 
lard the breast; roast in front of a clear 
fire—thirty minutes for a young bird and 
forty minutes for an old one, Baste it 
with butter; just before it is finished 
remore the bacon from the breast, 
dredge lightly with flour, baste with 
butter; this will make a nice froth. 
Send to table with watercresa round and 
fried crumbs, and serce good brown 
gravy and bread sauce. 


ROAST PARTRIDGES. 

These birds are in season from lat 
September tifi lat February. They are 
trussed m the same way asa pheasant, 
and, though a smaller bard, will take 
nearly as long to roast, because the 
breast ia plump. Not being so dry a 
bird as the pheasant, omit the ateak, 
Serve on fred bread, with watercress 
round, and brown gravy and bread sauce.

FEZ, Wednesday. 
The war in Morocco is over for the year 
so far as further major operations by the 

French and Spanish Armies are concerned, 
Abdel Krim’s ablest ally, the weather, 
has put down a barrier of rain, mud and 
swollen rivers between the conflicting forces, 
immobilising them on ‘their present line, 
which, in all probability, will remain 
stabilised until the gentle spring ushers in 


the new season of carnage. 

In spite of the terrific difficulties to be 
surmounted. the French mounted forces, 
mostly Algerian and Moroccan 
executed brilliant raids far into the enemy 
territory, hooking up the French line with 
the newly-ocecupicd Spanish post, and bring- 
ing the Allied position to a point twenty-five | 
miles south of Adjir, where it will. be 
stabilised during the winter on the Kert 
River. 

The Allied forces encountered only the 
slightest resistance from the Berbers, but the 
forwarding of the large quantities of supplies 
necessary has been seriously delayed, owimg 
to the conditions of transport, Reduced 
rations have been restored to, and plans are 
nay afoot for experimentin with aerial 
transport on a larger scope than ever before 
attempted.

At the half-yearly meeting of the Bally- 
castle Board of Conservaters, held at Bush- 
mills, the reports of the Inspector of Fisheries 
and the salen bailiffs as to the number of 
salman and trout killed by flax water pollu- 
tion in the rivers—especially the Bush, which 
is one of the best salmon rivers in the North 
of Ireland—were so serious that the Board 
came to the conclusion that unless somethin 
was done immediately the salmon and trou 
fisheries of the district would be absolutely 
ruined. , 

A resolution drawing the attention of the 
Northern Government to the destruction of 
thousands of salmon smolts and trout and the 
ruin of three years’ work on the hatchery— 
which cost a big sum of money—was passed.

ALLEGATIONS OF SHAMMING. 


Allegations of shamming were made against 
a claimant for workmen’s compensation at the 
Derry Recorder's Court yesterday.

Srr,—Critics of the proportional representa: 
tion system of voting, as Seen In, the recent 
Senate election, have confined their attention 
to the first stage—the marking of the ballot 
papers. The defects of the system at this = 
are apparent, but should not be taken as the 
onlv defects; for at the second’ stage, the 
counting of the votes, the shortcoming of pro- 
portional representation Is also. 
Qut-and-out supporters claim for st that it 
gives eflect to the wishes of the electors In a 
certain manner, but it has been pointed out 
more than once that there as no certainty 
about it. On the contrary, in the count there 
is an element of chance which makes i quite 
unscienti fi 

This element Uf chance exists imevery count 
by the present proportional. representation 
system, though when there are few candidates 
only its effect on the result is slight, and the 
defect nay be revarded as only theoretical. 
As the panel grows im siae, however, thegpro- 
bability that the counting produces the right 
result decreases. An example will make this 
evident. 


On the last day of the count Mr. Fitzgerald | 


was eliminated. This was required by the 
rules for couiting, becanse he was the lowest 
remaining candidate. If, however. one of the 
other . candidates had been “eliminated” 
instead. it is quite possible that his second 
preferences would have placed Mr. Fitygerald 
above Mr. Counihan.  [t follows that he was 
counted out, not because the efectors did not 
mark the papers for him as second choice, 
but because these papers were not reached 
hefore his elimination. This is not a special 
grievance; exactly the same thing applies to 
every other unsuccessful candidate, though 
the probability of a miscarriage dwindles’ as 
we wo down the hist 

The count, to he scientific, should pro- 
visionalls eliminate every candidate and dis- 
tribute not merely his second preferences, but 
every preference to the sevéenty-sixth, if there 
were any such. How many permutations 
there would be might 
senior mathematical students: 
to say that. if the present defective system 
took twenty-four days, any certain system of 
counting would take over. twelve years, by 
which time « fresh poll would be due.—
